W. H. Waddell arrived last Friday from Edmonton 
with iustractions from the Dominion Government under 
the Department of Indian Affairs, to survey the big block 
of land surrendered by the Blackfoot Indians last June. 
He has since completed his arrangements, and yesterday 
left with his party of surveyors to commence the work. 

When seen by the Call Mr. Waddell said he could not 
say how long it would take to complete the survey as i! 
depended upon the weather conditions and many other 
things. Besides he understood another party of engineer 
were being sent to assist in the work, and he was not aware 
just when they would arrive. He intimated that he knew 
hothing about the matter further than that he had re- 
ceived instructions to survey the land into quarter sections 
and that he wae prepared and anxious to completezthe 
work as quickly ae possible.

ROYAL COMMISSION TO HOLD 
SESSIONS IN ALBERTA 


The Royal Commission on Industrial 


we . Training and Technical Education 


t8¥ Hold Sessions in Alberta this 

Month—Will Visit Many Leading 
Cities in Alberta and British 
Columbia. 


Ca'gary.—The royal commission on 
industrial training and Technical edu- 
cation, of which James W. Robertson, 
C.M.G,. D.8e., LL.D., is chairman, 
will hold sessions in Calgary com- 
mencing Nov, 19. 

The commission will give particular 
attention to the manufacturing int 
dustries, to abricultu.e, to doméstic 
occupations, td the fisheries, the 
lumber. interests, to the building 
trudes, to the transportation services, 
as well as to* the technical training 
requ.ret for commercial operations. 1t 
will also make inquiries into the 
needs of existing industries in respect 
of labor, the quatity of labor which is 
avaliable, and the needs of such lo- 
bor for industrial training and tech- 
nical education. 

The commission is composed of 
James W. Robertson, chairman; Hon. 
John Neville Armstrong, Rev. George 
Bryce, Gaspard D. Serres, Gilbert M. 
Murray, B.A.; David Forsyth, B.A.; 
and James Simpson. The itinerary in. 
cludes Port Arthur, Fort William, 
Winnipeg, Portage la Prairie, Bran- 
don, Moose Jaw, Regina, Saskatoon, 
Prince Albert, Strathcona, Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbrilge, Medicine Hat, 
Vancouver, Nenaimo, Victoria. Fernie, 
Nelson and Vernon. 

Among the questions which will be 
asked and the information required 
by the commission are—the number 
of schools, colleges, or other ins‘itu- 
tions where any industrial training or 
technical education is carried on; the 
names of important industries; the 
board of trade or chamber of com- 
merce; the number of public Lbrar- 
ies; the names of any institutions for 
physical training, or any other in- 
formation that parties interested may 
see fit to volunteer.

Mr. Foster kes 
all the photographs personally and 
also the thumb prints, and as there 
are at present 169 prisoners, it will be 
ten days or a fortnight before the work 
is finished. Mr. Foster is on his way 
back from Vancouver where he as- 
sisted the police in the Chinese im- 
migration ¢ problem. 

The Edmonton penitentiary is the 
last that he will visit, going from 
here back to Ottawa. The photo- 
graphs and thumb prints are being 
taken for the purpose of establishing 
a Canadian criminal identification 
bureau at Ottawa. 


CHRISTMAS WARNING 


Scveral Countries Will Not Tolerate 
Charity Stamps in Their 
Mails 

Washington.—The first official note 
of the approach of Christmas has just 
appeured when the post office depart- 
ment issued a warning to all post- 
masters that Portugal, Guatamela an 
Uruguay refuse to admit to their mails 
articles bearing non-postage Christmas 


stamps or other adhesive charity 
stamps or labels. Portugal’s objec- 
tion, however, is limited to such 


stamps as resemble postage stamps. 
Other countries, such as Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, British East Africa and 
a host of British dependencies will ad- 
mit articles bearing such stamps when 
the stamps are affixed to the reverse 
und not to the address side.

the person of H. Rahim, an ex- 
Mohammedan, arrested by the federal

Rahim also carried in a note book

deadly explosives, the names and ad- 
dresses of a number of well-known 
agitators against British rule in India.

So interesting was all this informa- 
tion to J. H. MacGill, federal immi- 
gration agent at this port, that he took

held to have been illegally in Canada 
for several months.

Several unpro- 
tected yachts, indeed, caught fire and 
burned like floating beacons in the 
bay. The aiarm was given about 10.30 
o'clock, and as a wind was blowing 
hard it was realized that the firemen 
had a big fight on their hands. The 
brigade had been recently reorganized 
and it found itself unable to cope 
with the conflagration, which was 
spreading with great rapidity. The 
troops were then called out, and they 
not only aided in keeping order among 
the frightened, half-clad crowds, but 
manned the fire appara'us and helped 
the brigade to fight the flames.

It burned up to the 
west side of Benudette and lay 
smouldering until October 7 when it 
was fanned by a terrific wind and led 
to the disaster. About the same time 
the fire was seen on the right-of-way 
just east of Winter Road river. This 
fire worked east three miles and about 
two miles back on each side of the 
track, where it connected with the fire 
which was started on the Beaudette 
side of the river, 

Eight prosecutions agninst the Ca- 
nadian Northern railway for ollowin 
combustible material on the right-of- 
way are now pending in the district 
court of Beltrami county. The rail- 
road is fighting the constitutionality 
of the law, If the state wins in these 
cases the forestry department plans 
to bring action again t the Canadian 
Northern for sixteen other fires alleg- 
ed to have been set since July. The 
loss from the recent fires is estimated 
at about five million dollars by agents 
of the forestry commission. 


PULPWOOD SUPPLY DISCUSSED 


Report Made to Washington that Que- 
bec’s Prohibition of Exports Will 
Not be Effective for Years 

Washington—The action of the gov- 
ernment of the province of Quebec 
prohibiting exportation of pulpwood 
cut on its crown lands, taken up from 
and after May 1, 1910, and on settlers’ 
lands taken up from and after Sept. 
1, 1910, will not have the effect of re- 
ducing the quantity of pulpwood for 
export for years to come and perhaps 
never, according to Consul Gebhard 
Willrich, of Quebec, who has made a 
report on the subject to his govern- 
ment. 

Consul Willrich reached this con- 
clusion after a careful study of the 
pulpwood situation in Quebec. The 
conclusion, he says, would not be 
justified if settlers lands located Sept. 
1, 1910, could have been made subject 
to the restriction, but that cannot be 
done for legal and other reasons. To 
deprive such settlers of their lands, he 
says, is not practicable nor even con- 
templated.

| Memory Verses, 26-28 — Golden 
| Text, Luke xxii, 19—Commentary 


Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. . 
This lesson, entitled ‘The Last Sup. 
per,” is recorded by Mark and Luke 
jas well as by Matthew, and there is a 
long portion recorded by John only 
(chapters xiii to xvii, inclusive): It is 
easy to read it. How often we have 
done so, but who can understand it? 
Only by the Spirit can we in anv 
meusure grasp a little of its signifi- 
cance. May each one of us have a 
special anointing to read, to write, to 
meditate, to teach, and may the Spirit 
have full control of us, that Jesus 
Christ may be glorified. Luke says 
that He sent Peter and John, saying, 
“Go and prepare us the Passover, that 
we muy eat.’ Then they asked Him, 
“Where wilt thou that we prepare?” 
To which He replied that they were to 
follow a man whom they would meet, 
in the city bearing a pitcher of water, 
and by him they would find the furn- 
\ished upper room. They found as He 
had suid and made ready the Pass- 
over. With the “Where wilt thou?” 
of this lesson I have in mind the 
“What wilt thou?” of Acts ix, 6, with 
Prov. iii, 5, 6, and its “Tiust—lean not 
; ~acknowledge—He shall direct.” We 
cannot learn the way of peace and His 
uidance in all things until we have 
earned that we of ourselves know no- 
thing and can do nothing. Then see 
| what simple, ordinury th ngs He uses 
—a man, a pitcher of water and, away 
back in the story, a shepherd's tod, a 
dream many a time, a barley cuke, 
the dew, a vine, a fig tree, a gourd, 
a worm, a hen and chickens, sparrows, 
jeverything?

County Wicklow Had a Rush In 1796 
But Government Took It.

He kept the secret to him- 
self for twenty years, but having mar- 
ried, he told his wife, and she, be- 
lieving that he was mad, told her re 
latives, who soon made it public 
O'Keefe has founded an amusing 
larce upon the incident, 

When the story of the gold mine 
bocame public, about the close of 1796, 
the usual “rush” occurred. Thousands 
of every age and sex hurried to the 
spot, From the laborer who could 
wield a spade to the child who scrap- 
ed the surface of the rock with a 
rusty naib, all eagerly searched for 
gold, The rich and fanciful imagina- 
tion of the Irish conjured up visions 
of inexhaustibie wealth. On the norta 
side of Wicklow County sparkled the 
Valley of Diamonds, and on the soutn 
the lofty Croghan was to them as the 
Golden Mountain. 

De Latocnaye, a French emigrant, 
who published an account of _ his 
travels in Ireland, visited the Wick: 
low gold mines shortly after the Gov- 
ernment had placed a guard upon the 
ground. He writes: “I was often 
obliged to ask the way, and my de- 
mands excited the curiosity of the 

asants; they quitted their work be 
lore they answered me, asked me 
gome question in their turn, wanted 
to know if the mine would be soon 
worked, if the Government had sent 
ine there, and a thousand things of 
the same nature. They soon began 
to tell me of a person who sent his 
children there on a Sunday morning, 
after it had rained, and that they 
brought back gold to the value of 
twenty guineas.” 

During the interval between the pub 
lication of the circumstance and the 
Government Eo possession of the 
mine—a period of two months—up- 
wards of 2,500 ounces of gold was col 
lected by the peasantry, chiefly from 
the mud and sand of Ballinvalley 
stream, and disposed of for almost 


| $50,000. ‘This sum greatly exceeded 


the produce of the mine under Gov 
ernment operations, which only 
amounted to little more than $17,500 
The gold was found in pieces of alli 
sizes, from the smallest particle to a 
mass of twenty-two ounces, which 
sold for about eighty guineas. A cast 
of it, gilt, was deposited in the mu 
seum of Trinity College, Dublin. So 

ure was the gold generally found that 
it was the custom of the Dublin gold- 
smiths to put gold coin into the op 
posite scale to it, and to give weight 
for weight.

members organize successive tours of 
a fortnight or three weeks throughout 
the summer months.

KIPLING AS A SCHOOLBOY. 


lIsteresting Recollections of a ‘Queer 
Little Undersized Lad.” 


choolboy memories of a queer little 

who afterwards was Rudyard Kip- 
ling were told in erage the other 
day by Capt. Arthur St. John, retired 
officer of the English army, world 
traveler, and leader in the movement 
to reform English prisons. Capt. St. 
John is in the United States as a dele 
gate from England to the Internation- 
al Prison Congress in Washington. 

“It was in 1878 or 1879 that I first 
remember Kipling,” said St. John. “I 
was then in the upper forms of the 
United Service school, Westward Ho 
which is on the north Devon coast. A 
queer little under-sized lad he waa 
then, pre 18 years old. I remem: 
ber him distinotly and knew him aa 
well as an older boy in a large school 
usually knows his juniors. ‘pling’s 
fondness for long words made him 
noticeable. The older boys knew hiin 
as the ‘little fellow who knew the 
meaning of long words.’ He would

afraid of being jollied. For all that, 
he was not a chap who could care for

Still, all 
who know Indian jife know that he in 
terpreted the Indian character, well, 
and most English officers are fond of 
the straight Indian stories.

King George Said to Be Contemplat- 
ing Such a Move. 


Bince the coming of Ring George 
to the throne the rumors about the 
establishment of a royal residence in 
Ireland have been revived and this 
time I am informed it is more than 
likely that they will be verified, says 
a London correspondent. 

It is known that when he was 
Prince of Wales the present King whs 
greatly taken with an estate in the 
north that was coming into the mar- 
ket, and instructed an agent to ac- 

juire it for him. The matter came to 
the ears of thé then lord lieutenant, 
who immediately protested to King 
Edward that his position, never a 

leasant one, would become absolute- 

ly untenable if the prince established 
a residence in Irelanc. The King 
saw the justice of the complaint and 
ordered his son to drop the negotia- 
tions. 

Now that George is king he is free 
to follow his own inclinations in the 
matter and of course there could be | 
no trouble of the sort feared before. 
As king he could spend little time in 
Ireland and when he was there of 
course the viceroy would have to take 
a back seat if he did not efface him- 
self altogether. When the real king 
was in Ireland ‘here would be no use 
for a vice-king. 

I am told thut he is now after a 
fine estate in the south which 
abounds in game and that the owners 
are more than willing to sell. 

The politicians see in this rumor 
confirmation of the report that the 
offer to Ireland of self-government in 
some form will be the outcome of 
the conference on the powers of the 
House of Lords which is still going 
on, The King is known to favor this 
course strongly and to be desirous 
that his reign should be thus signal- 
ized. I am told that not very long 
ago, when he was discussing the fact” 
that he would be unable to carry out 
the engagement he made as Prince of 
Wales to open the first Parliament of | 
United South Africa, he declared that 
he would have no regrets on this 
score it he were enabled to open the 
first Irisn Parliament in College 
Green in person.

In spinning, weav- 
ing, sewing, carving, writing, count- 
less human hands have been for ages 
employed, with the result that works 
of surpassing excellence and variety 
have been produced. 

None will deny that the advance of 
handicraft since the days when it was 
confined to the shaping of flints and 
the preparation of hides for garments 
has been so amazing as almost to 
stagger contemplation. But, says Sir 
Frederick Treves, with the prefection 
of mechanical skill the zenith of hu- 
man handicraft has been passed. We 
are losing as a race the capacity for 
the finer movements of the fingers 
now that the loom, the sewing mach- 
ine and the typewriter have reduced 
the products of a million hands into 
a soulless level of uniformity. Many 
instances present themselves to sup 
port the thesis. Metal, instead of be 
ing wrought is cast in moulds; furni 
ture is decorated by stamping mach- 
ines; the camera and the electric bath 
have well-nigh killed the engraver’s 
art; and if there still be such crafts- 
men among us as were at once the 
wonder and the glory of the Middle 
Ages, their hands find no similar ex 
Frosston for their capacities, for thera

London's ‘‘Lady Servants’ "’ Club. 

A club for “lady servants” is sooa 
to be opened in London. The main 
object of the club, according to the 
secretary, is t» give such servants an 
Cy portunity of enjoying the social life 
of which their position often deprives 
them. People would be astonished 
she says, if they knew how many la- 
dies have gone into domestic service 
Many of them 
belong to distitaulahed old families, 
and others are daughters of doctors, 
clergymen, and lawyers.

To five generations he 
has been sky pilot. He has baptized 
six hundred, and forty children—the 
children of infants whom he had rock- 
ed in the cradle, some of them. And 
he belongs to the present just as much 
as the pate He tells the same story 
to the hired man with the bicycle as 
he did forty years ago to his father 
Sunday morning in the boss’s pew at 
the kirk; one difference: his three- 
hour disquisition has beon cut to twen- 
ty minutes—O tempore, O mores! 
“The Doc. has kept himself posted; 
he speaks Greek everyday, he does.” 
A King farmer pounded his knee with 
a hand like a ham as he made the 
above remark the other day. Dr. Car- 
michael is one of Queen’s first grad- 
uates, with a year of Glasgow brush- 
ing. He is one of the most eloquent 
men in the councils of his church, 
A prominent city pastor said the other 
day that Dr. Carmichael could go 
down to Queen’s or Toronto and fill 
the chair in Hebrew or church his- 
tory with the savoir faire of the best 
intellectual fibre on the staff of the 
theological colleges. 
But this gentle scholar has given 
the best that is in him to a small, 
rural congregatfon. He has shut his

eyes to the lure of f jonable, metro- 
politan ecclesiasticism; he has seen 
confident, young clerics succeed to 
good jobs with fat salaries which let- 
ters in the King postoffice had offered 
him.

Sunday morning for fifty years 
his buggy has been trotted out, and 
his horse hitched; and he has jogged 
over corduroy roads and the new high- 
ways of macadam to meet his flock— 
twenty-two miles of a drive, three

en. Then on the week days toilers 
in the field have seen his buggy—

Nothing ostentatious has there been 
about Dr. Carmichael’s ministry. But 
there has been a great deal of self- 
When we speak of city 
chaps in this connection we call it 
heroism; for we are a nation of hero- 
worshippers. In the making of a raw 
country, we tend to be impressed alone 
by feats spectacular; if Jones builds 
a railroad he is a “‘big man’; who

nspired the mind of Jones with vis- 
ions of mighty deeds? Yet, after all, 
these unadvertised men are the pil- 
lars of our civilization. 


Sarah Bernhardt’s Stage Fright. 

The appegrance of the famous 
French actress at the London Coli- 
seum has recalled what she terms 
“the most acute ordeal of her life.’ 
This was in 1879, when she first faced 
a London audience at the Gaiety. “I 
had stage fright,” she said, “but not 
the fright that paralyzes, only the 
kind that drives one wild. This is 
bad enough, but it is preferable to 
the other sort. It makes one do too 
much, but, at any rate, one does some- 
thing. When I began my part, as I 
had lost my sett possession, I started 
on rather too high a note, and when 
once in full swing I could not get low 
er again—I simply could not stop. I 
suffered, I wept, I implored, I cried 
out, and it was all real, My suffering 
was horrible; my tears were flowing, 
scorching and bitter. But the inspir- 
ation had come!’ Her success was in- 
stant and complete. Next morning the 
papers were full of her triumph. 


Drake's Death. 

Some colored drawings of the coast 
of various West Indian islands are 
in the Bibliotheque Nationale in 
Paris.

THE IMPERIAL CORPS, 


Edward's Horse Made Up From 
All Over Greater Britain. 

It is not perhaps sufficiently known 
that there is in England a regiment 
| which is a living symbol of the spirit 
a imperial unity — King Edward’s 

lorse. Only a few days ago the - 
ment entettained rif dinner “te 
Queen’s Own Canadian Rifles. 

Started shortly after the South 


African war to commemorate the ser- 
vices of the Dominions in the war,

‘| the regiment was first known as the 


King’s Colonists. .It was considered 
that the finest memorial the overseas 
Dominions could raise to the late 
King was one to which they contri- 
buted their personal service. For that 
reason the pet King quite recent- 
ly approved the name of King Ed- 
ward's Horse, the King’s Over-Sea 
Dominions Regiment (Imperial Ser- 
vice). King George, who when Prince 
of Wales was hon. colonel of the re 
ment, is now its colonel-in-chief, The 
commanding officer is the able and 
active Lieutenant-Colonel H. Fortes. 
cue, for many years commander of 
the 17th Lancers. 

King Edward’s Horse is the one 
really imperial regiment in existence. 
It is recruited froin over-seas sources, 
and for this reason has detachments 
in those centres where young men 
from the Dominions are mostly found 
—London and Liverpool—while there 
are detachments at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge which include a number of 
Rhodes scholars. The roll inéludes 
officers, non-commissioned officers 
and troopers not only from India, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, ald 
South Afriea. but also from Jamaica, 
Barbad:s, Trinidad, Bermuda, Baham- 
as, Mauritius, Burma, Ceylon, Hong 
Kong, Uganda, Tasmania, the Straita 
Settlements, and British Guiana. 

The regiment is recruited entirely 
from men with the following qualifi- 
cations who are resident in Great 
Britain for a period of not less than 
four years:—The parents must be 
resident or have been born in over- 
seas Dominions or Crown Colonies; 
the recruit must have heen born in 
the over-seas Dominions or Crown 
Colonies, or have resided there at 
least five years. The enlistment is 
for four years, but this can be cur- 
tailed at the discretion of the com- 
manding officer in the event of the 
man returning home for good. 

All the members are under a 

liability to serve, if ordered with the 
regiment as a whole, anywhere in the 
world in case of a national emergency. 
Uniforms, arms, horses, saddlery, and 
traveling expenses are provided free 
to non-commissioned officers an 
troopers. 
The objects of this imperial regi- 
ment are numerous: To link to- 
gether the local forces of the Empire 
under the conception of a common 
duty to serve that Empire; as a mean: 
to the above end to bring together in 
its ranks young colonials from all the 
state, temporarily resident in Great 
Britain, under the above-mentioned 
liability, to serve wherever the de. 
fence of the Empire may require then: 
(the Territorial forces are for’ the 
defence of the British Isles); to give 
such an efficient slemsen 7. military 
edification to young colonials tempor- 
arily resident in England as may fit 
them.at once on their return to their 
homes to serve effectively in their 
loc&l forces; to create in this regi- 
ment, representing all the local forces 
of the Empire, a visible symbol of the 
Empire’s unity for purposes of mu- 
tual defence; to form a rendezvous for 
all duly accredited members of colon. 
ial local forces visiting the Mother 
Country. 

The regiment has still further aims 
‘We are allied since the last Colonial 
Conference,”’ says the commanding of- 
ficer, ‘‘to a number of over-seas regi- 
ments—to the first nine and to the 
18th Regiments of Australian Light 
Horse, also the Cape Light Horse, 
and in Canada to the 8th Princess 
Louise New Brunswick Hussars, -We 
hope eventually to organize a system 
of transfer between these allied regi- 


left King Edward's Horse to return 
to Australia he woud be enabled, ipso 
facto, to join one of our allied regi- 
ments there. ‘his ag yet is a pious 
and sentimental aspiration. But we 
have hopes that the scheme may soon 
prove workable. Ample financial sup- 

rt of late has been forthcomin, 
rom all quarters of the world, an 
we are hopeful of largely increasing 
the strength of the regiment in the 
near future.” 

To make a corps like King Edward's 
Horse thoroughly efficient a contin- 
ual flow of recruits must be maintain. 
ed, since a tere. large proportion of 
them come to England for three or 
four years only and then return to 
their respective homes in the over- 
seas Dominions. Every young colonial 
in these isles is urged to make it his 
ambition to join King Edward's 
Horse,

OUR MOUNTAIN HERITAGE, | 


Canada’s Alps Constitute Twenty 


Switzerlands In One. 


In estimating the asscts of Alberta, 
Canada, one important item is nearly 
ulways omitted—its mountain region, 
In Fastern Ornada and in the United | 
States the Canadian mountains are 
supposed to lie entirely within the | 
confines cf\British Columbia. Let us| 
look at the facts. The boundary be- 
tween these two provinces .is defined 
as the contitientel watershed. With 
the swing it takes to the west, it 
places the largest portion of the great 
Columbian ice field, snid to contain an 
area of 200 square miles within the 
Province of Alberta. And so on to the 
north. 

“What does it matter, anyway?” 
says the ‘Practical’ man who knows 
it all. “There is no mineral and no 
money in those mountains.” Certain- | 
ly there is no money at present for | 
anybody except the railway company 
with brains enough to exploit the 
mountain centres of beauty. Look at 
the little republic of Switzerland, | 
which understands the value of moun- 
tains to a nation. In 1907, the latest 
date on which we have authoritive 
figures, the income to hotel keepers 
from tourists was over eighty million 
dollars, and this is steadily increas- 
ing. Now, hotel/keepers are not the| 
only ones who benefit. The hotels 
have to be supplied with food and 
necessaries; horses and carriages are 
in large demand, and even such a 
business as the curiosity and ‘‘notion’’ 
seller becomes important to a degree 
that is almost incomprehensible to 
us. The societies of guides, practical. | 
ly trade unions, are important cor- 
porations, handling large sums. 

Canada _ possesses 200,000 square 
miles of high snow-clad ranges, uni- 
que in their scenic beauty and Alpine 
attractions. ‘Twenty Switzerlands in 
one,” is the oft-quoted remark of the 
celebrated mountaineer, Edward | 
Whymper. Cut such comparisons, 
true as they may be, are really of 
little value, It is the difference that 
gives our mountains their,charm, not | 
their similarity to those of other’ 
mountains of finer outline and of 
greater height, but there are nowhere | 
such lakes as Louise or O'Hara, or 
those in the region from whence flows 
the great Saskatchewan. And so lonz 
as there remains inherent in healthy 
human nature the love of adventure, 
of exploring the wilderness, Canada’s 
mountains will afford the means of 
easel shy | it. Among the giants of the 
snow-clad ranges men can get away 
from their business cares, from them- 
selves, and obtain real recreation. 

But is not mountaineering very dan 
gerous? To that one may reply that 
we take greater risks than those in- 
volved in the sport every day in our 
crowded cities, and think nothing of 
them, because they are commonplace. 
A | iba English schoolmaster, of the 
end of the nineteenth century, refused 
to recognize lawn tennis as a school 
game because there was no danger 
connected with, and, therefore, no 
discipline of character. This gives 
food for thought. 

The aepyelietion of all high ranges 
the world over: the Alps, the Himala- 
yas, the Caucasus, the Andes, the high 
Alps of New Zealand, has, in the first 
instance, been carried out by members 
of Alpine clubs. The earliest, the par- 
ent and most famous of them all, is 
the Alpine Club of England, organized | 
in 1857, and among the youngest is | 
the Alpine Club of Canada. Before | 
this was started in 1906, there were 
practically no Canadian mountaineers. | 
A few American citizens, a few Eng- 
lish people passing through on their | 
way from India or Australia, along 
with a few scientists, made up the 
meagre roll of climbers, Now the club | 
is well on the way to a membership of | 
six hundred, and though started aa | 
national organization, “it has become | 
international, with connections reach. 
ing to Great Britain, the United 
States, Australia, South Africa, Swit- | 
zerland, Holland and Italy. With 
ramifications. spreading throughout 
the vast area of Canada, the club/ 
keeps in constant touch with its mem- 
bers by means of local committees in | 
Vancouver, Calgary, Winnipeg and To- 
ronto, A local committee has also 
been formed in New York, of which 
committee the president and vice- 
president of England’s Alpine Club 
are members. 

The “Know-all” sees no sense in a 
club for climbing mountains. It is| 
surprising, however, how a little| 
knowledge of real—not assumed—facta 
clears the air. 


Canadian Soll In Scotland. 
Few visitors to the parade ground | 
of the historic castle of Edinburgh | 
are aware that they stand on what is 
legally Canadian soil. In 1621, eight 
years after James VI. went to London, 
and the two crowns were united, tha 
King, desirous to give an outlet to his 
countrymen, gave Sir William Alexan. 
der of Memstrie, afterwards Earl of 
Stirling, a charter of all the country 
between the River St. Croix, the 8t, 
Lawrence, Newfoundland, and New 
England. This territory was named 
New Scotland, St. Croix River becamu 
the Tweed, and Cape Breton became 
New Galloway. This new colony for 
administrative purposes was by a leg- 
al friction connected with Edinburgh. 
In order to raise men to help to found 
the colony the King instituted the Or. 
der of Baronets of Nova Scotia. This 
hereditary title was to be given to a 
gentleman of good birth, who arrang- 
ed to send a certain number of men 
and to pay a certain sum of money for 
the expenses of this plantation of New 
Scotland; and there were many fam. 
ilies among the old nobility who-had 
still among them titles of Baronet of 
Nova Scotia. In 1625, immediately af. 
ter the death of King James, the Or. 
der was instituted and the ceremony’ 
took place in the courtyard of Edin. 
burgh Castle. For the purpose of the 
institution by royal decree the place 
was declared to be an integral part of 
the new colony. As the decree haz 
never been annulled it still remains 
intact and the parade ground is legal- 
ly an integral part of Nova Scotia.

HE IS A CHESS VETERAN 


| y H. BLACKBURNE IS G. 0. M. OF 


THE GAME IN ENGLAND. 


Paul Morphy’s Career Started Black- 
burne In the Game, and He Rose 
Steadily In Raputation Until He 
Defeated the Great Steinitz — A 
Series of Winning Events Followed 
Until He Achieved Championship. 


Judging by the record achieved by 
J. H. Blackburne, the champion chess 
pars of Kigland, who this year cele- 

rates his jubilee as a chess player, 
times have not changed, we have only 

me very much more democratic, 

Tastead of merely gratifying the pas- 
sion for the game of persons of high 
tank and estate, as the chess players 
of long ago used to do, and as some 
of the most famous painters and musi- 
cians had to do, the chess player of 
our time appeals to the people in 
their thousands, and wanders more 
diligently than ever, and as frequent- 
ly and rapidly as our present-day 
methods of transport will permit him 
to do so. 

«In 1859, the meteoric career of Paul 
Morphy, in his day the greatest of 
English chess players, excited the ad- 
miration of Blackburne, who was then 
‘a youth of 17, not even acquainted 
with the game of chess. He had pre- 
viously shown some precocious skill 
as a draughts player, and devoted 
himself, therefore, to learn the game 
of chess with an amount of that en- 
viable self-confidence begotten only by 
youth and genius. In the case of 
Blackburne, however, the confidence 
was well justified; for, becoming a 
member of the St. Peter’s Chess Club, 
Manchester, and also joining the 
Athenaeum, he challenged, merely for 
the purpose of testing his strength by 
the measure of his defeat, a Mr, Pin- 
dar, who was considered the strong: 
est player in Manchester. To the great 
delight of Blackburne anda large cir- 
cle of chess players who admired his

racial talents, ‘the-winner was not 

indar, os was generally expected, but 
his young and bold challenger. Black- 
burne’s rise in strength was so rapid 
that shortly afterwards he defeated 
the same opponent, though conceding 
him the odds of the exchange. In the 
same year he won the championship 
of the Manchester Chess Club, thus 
confirming the fact, long suspected 
by his friends, that Blackburne was 
@.player of the highest elass. in the 
qens following, 1862, he took part in 
he International tournament arrang- 
ed in London in connection with the 
International _Exhfbition. Young 
Blackburne failed to get a prize, but 
feft his mark in the history of chess 
by defeating Steinitz in their individ. 
wal encounter. It is not necessary to 
enumerate the minor successes gain- 
ed by the player who had thus early 
in his career established himself as 
the British champion. It is enough 
to give his principal successes. In 
1868 he gained the first prize and the 
British Championship at the tourna- 
ment of the British Chess Association 
in London. In 1873, in one of the sev- 
erest and strongest tournaments held 
in the history of international tourna- 
ments, he tied with Steinitz for first 
rize. In 1874 we find him winning a 
rst prize at a tournament at Simp- 
son's. In 1880 he tied for first prize 
in the International Tournament at 
Wiesbaden. In 1881 he gained his 
reatest success by winning first prize 
n an International Tournament at 
Berlin with three games to spare, 
against such strong competitors as 
Zukertort, Tchigorin and Winawer. In 
1885 he won first prize in an Inter- 
national Tournament at Hereford, and 
in the following year first prize in an 
International Tournament promoted 
by the British Chess Association in 
London, also in a handicap tourna- 
ment known as the Black and White 
Tourney, and so forth. There have 
been many English players of excep- 
tional strength both before and after 
Blackburne’s appearance who enjoyed 
the esteem of the chess world, but 
none either before his time or since 
have been so universally admired and 
popular as J. H. Blackburne, owing 
te the fact that, apart from being one 
of the world’s strongest chess play- 
ers, he is also one of the world’s 
reatest geniuses, He tried to emulate 

orphy, and, accordingly, at an earl: 
stage of his career, he trained himself 
to play a number of games from mem- 
ory without sight of the board, as 
Morphy had done before him. 

A Gallant Cornet. 

Sir George Wombwell, who recent- 
ly celebrated his golden wedding, is 
probably best remembered for his 
gallantry in the Valley of Death at 
Balaclava, In the memorable charge, 
though he was not on duty with the 
1th Lancers, in which he was a cor- 
net, and extra galloper to Lord Car.

Twice he had his mounts shot from 
under him, but he went to within a 
hundred yards of the terrible bat- 
teries unscathed.
